THE GOLD-BANDED LILY. 


Lilium auratun. 


A year ago,we offered bulbs of this Lily,that were grown 

in America.Last fall,they were again available,but at so high 
a price we felt they would not be salable.Then,during the win- 
ter it was announced that the American'Military Government was 
sending some small quantities of Japanese grown bulbs to this 
aomNaE?, 'the price to be established on arrival!. Now we know 
what that price is,and we have a moderate number of bulbs re- 
served.They will arrive here early in April. 


The Gold Banded Lily may safely be planted in the spring.It 
is well to have a well drained soil,deeply prepared,and to 
plant them six to eight inches deep.Then,after growth starts 
and is several inches high,or with the coming of hot weather, 
give them a mulch of clippings,or peatmoss to keep the ground 
cool and retain moisture.At this time,work a little extra 
plant food into the ground about the stem,and be sure your 
mulch doesn!t exclude water.The intensely fragrant white flowers 
may be a foot across.Each segment is spotted with crimson,and 
has a yellow stripe down its center,hence the name.Some bulbs 
will flower in July,while others may delay until September. 


Most of the difficulty gardeners have had with this lily 
is due to its becoming infected with Mosaic.Since several 
plants may be the source of the viruses which cause this trouble 
it is hard to say just how it may be avoided,tho the presence 
of the Tiger Lily is always bad.But as the green-fly or aphis 
is responsible for the spread of the disease,you can help 
greatly by spraying your lilies regularly with Rotenone, which 
has a long-lasting effect,and does not discolor the foliage.

We'd like to discuss the newer peren- 
nial plants here, but somehow with but one 
exception we have to confess to a lack 
of knowledge of them.During the War years 
very. few new things originated.And the few 
that did show up were not increased rapidly 
so that not until last year were they to 
be had for testing.We have a lot of the 
new pinks some of which were beautiful 
last summer.How the winter has treated 
them we'll soon know.We have a few older 
things from the Pacific Coast,known, but 
never grovm here for hardiness.There is 
nothing to say about any of them. 


Of our earlier introductions, such as 
Scabiosa Blue Snowflake we might as well 
admit that our ability to increase them 
far exceeded our ability to sell them. 
Eventually it became wise to sell the in- 
creasingly large numbers we had produced 
to some otner firm,and this was done.We 
kept so few that we are having to be very 
careful of them and they are not available 
this year,and in one case we sold the en- 
tire stock of a plant we had never even 
offered to Gossip readers. On the other 
hand,we were not very successful with our 
propagations of Dicentra spectabilis alba 
last summer,nor with the once plentiful 
Aster frikarti.Botn of these we do have 
in fair numbers however,and we also have 
with us agein a former employee whose care 
of such items as these always worked won- 
ders.We're hoping we can egain produce them 
as we did in the past,with his help. 


We should have a fine showing of the 
Double Bloodroot this spring end be abie 
to offer it in the July Gossip.And while 
we have not been able to increase our few 
roots of the Double Trillium very rapidly, 
we expect to have a mederate number from 
another source,to offer this fall. But we 
have no Arbutus,or any hope of eny pot 
grown plants this summer.There may be 4 
very few for 1943.A4s you will have noted 
we have more of the White Liatris pycmos- 
tachya this season but it is still a very 
searce plant. 


Do you have any knowledge of new things 
either in your own garden or seen elsewhere 
but not listed by us? If so please write 
us about them.That is ebout the best way 
we know of to get really worthwhile plants 
disseminated.Too often a plent grows for 
years in one area end is never known about 
elsewhere unless someone télks about it. 
And any thing new ond good should be made 
widely available.

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DO YOU HAVE A NURSERY? 


We'd like to know how many readers do 
have a small section set aside to grow 
plants in. Not a garden at. all,but a 
place where you can put an unneeded plant 
until some spot develops in the garden 
itself that needs that very plant,or several 
of then. 


Or perhaps you bought something of 
which you're a bit uncertain.It might be 
too rampant and over-run its neighbors. 
Or,when it arrived it was so weak and 
small that the place you had in mina for 
it was too large,or the neighboring plants 
were sure to choke it. 


Twe of our good friends had nursery 
spots of that sort.With one we were very 
familiar; the other we never saw.Dr.Bis- 
bee kept his filled year in end out with 
all the new things,or old ones, that he'd 
never seen or grown.And he used it as well 
to divide and reset plants so tnat he 
never lacked for material to make a new 
edging,or to fill the rare spot where a 
plant had failed.Much as we enjoyed that 
perfect garden,we always like to visit 
the nursery to see what new thing was being 
prepared for a spot in the favored domain. 
Here one could see the good points and the 
poor ones,of many a highly praised item. 
It was a very necessary adjunct to the 
success of the project for which it was 
maintained. 


E.A.Bowles in 'My Gerden in Spring', 
tells of the other nursery spot.He con- 
fesses to a liking for plants with var- 
iegated foliage,none of which coulda he 
use in his polished plentings.So out to 
the nursery they went,to grow along as 
they saw fit,and to be admired at eny 
time if desired.You might call it just a 
part of the garden,but to call it a nur- 
sery justified its existance and made it 
possible for him to enjoy the plants he 
liked even tho they were literally banished. 


We all heve strange likings in the way 
of plants. There are a number in the nur- 
sery at Gardenside that have no particular 
value but are associated with some place 
or incident.And there are one or two that 
we just like,tho no one else seems to.But 
as plantsmen we have to look up to anaged 
German florist we liked to visit.Long after 
he no longer needed to work,he operated 
his greenhouses and spent long hours in 
them.Down at one end was a2 gigantic Cam- 
ellia,which annually bore a huge crop of 
flowers that were seldom or never cut.To 
our query he replied,"Wnhen I started here 
winter flowers were scarce,we couldn't send 
to the big city markets for them.That Cam- 
ellia provided the material for many a 
decoration and kept me going.I'1ll never 
throw it out". One needs a nursery if 
plants mean things like that to him.

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THE MOSAIC DISEASE OF LILIES. 


Since sending out the January Gossip, 
we have had a deal of correspondance re- 
lative to Lilium auratum,-particularly as 
to why it go often fails to come up after 
one seasons growth.If we can explain what 
we snow about Lily Mosaic,it may help all 
to combat this dLsease.However,we should 
make it clear that knowledge of the prob 
lem is increasing annually,and that we are 
not pathologists but growers.You need not 
accept our words as scientific facts,only 
as our interpretation of such facts as we 
have studied them. 


When some Lilies become stunted,with 
poorly formed or imperfect blooms and with 
leaves curled,and often showing lighter 
areas in the green,psorticularly along the 
veins,aend when some sorts just grow a foot 
or more high,and then develop a peculiar 
week condition of the stem,just below the 
buds, then quite likely tney are Mosaic 
infected.However Botrytis; goes give some 
Similar symptoms,and large light ereas on 
the leaves may result from soil deficien- 
cies. ilosaic is caused by 6 virus,as is 
the common cold.It is believed tnat this 
virus effects several other plants,or that 
they are affected by aifferent viruses,eall 
of which affect Lilies. Moreover,some lil- 
ies sre themselves resistant to the disease 
but serve as 'Typhoid Marys! to carry it 
to less resistant sorts.The common Tiger 
Lily is one of the worst orfenders.When 
it is free of Mosaic,it will grow to 8 
feet,but as most know it only about 4 feet 
tall,it will be evicent what effect the 
virus has had.Tulips affect lilies,and so 
also do other plants of the vegetable and 
flower garden,so that it seems to us use- 
less to try to keep the disease away by 
planting only Mosaic-free bulbs.Instced, 
it may be fought.And it should be possible 
to breed resistance to it into new strains. 


Efforts to transmit the disease from one 
plant to another have failed,except when 
it was carried by the common aphis,or 
green-fly.Specifically,the “elon Aphis is 
the worst offender.Therefore you should 


keep your lilies free of tphis at 611 times. 


Sprey regularly with Rotenone or Nicotine 
which wiil not discolor the foliage.The 
disease is not carried in the soil,nor in 
the seed.It is in the leaf end stem and 
bult,ana is carried in the body of the 
aphis as it moves from an infected plant 
to a clean one.Clear out the Tiger Lilies 
and fight aphis,éna you cen be reésonably 
sure of having moséic free’ lilies. 


Incidentally,if Botrytis has troubled 
you, particulerly on Madonna Lilies,you 
should know that dusting with a micronized 
copper and tele mixture absolutely con- 
trolled the disease for us lest summer, 
and ~lso Tometo Blight. Try it.

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WHAT IS A FERTILE SOIL? 


Many times a year,we are asked the 
above question,in seme form or other.We 
get it from beginners planting their first 
tree,and anxious that it shall outstrip 
the neighbors.0ld gardeners with a record 
of success sometimes find themselves fail- 
ing,or else wondering if after all they 
did as well as seemed to be the case.One 
nurseryman asks it of another.Our employees 
ask so that they may in:turn pass an answer 
on: to one who questions them.And then,of 
late,we have it from organic gardeners. 


It seems to us that there are two methods 
of hunting an answer.One is pure science; 
the other is net. We come in contact with 
the first fairly regularly,and we would 
like you to believe that most of the newer 
scientific knowledge of soils is over our 
_heads. The other is trial and error, -no 

matter what name you honor it with. It 
disturbs us to have someone scoff at the 
scientific approach to the problems of 
soil fertility,and especially so when the 
scoffer is entirely dependant in his own 
line of endeavor on the knowledge of re- 
search workers for the success he has at- 
tained,as was the case last summer.Yet we 
cannot take sides in the argument for we 
recognize the truth(we think) ,of what each 
side claims for its own methods. 


Let us say then,that no one soil is ab- 
solutely fertile.The Great Plsins were 
storehouses of fertility, built up of the 
remains of the annual growth of centuries. 
Yet the moment that the plow first broke 
that sod,changes began,and the fertility 
of that spot was lowered. On the other hand 
we know New England farms,owned by one fan- 
ily for long generations,that today will 
produce more growth per acre than they did 
one hundred years ago.And who has not seen 
crops of Blueberries,or other wild fruits, 
on soils that would not grow a decent bean. 


The fertility of the soil begins there. 
At the outset, barren rock became broken 
down until some sort of plant growth began 
on it.As this growth matured and rotted 
away,a reservoir of plant food was built 
up so that growth on that spot became 
stronger and stronger.Somewhere in the 
process at the beginning,Chemistry began. 
Each succeeding change in the soil as it 
was affected by the rain,and the sun,pro- 
duced a different fact.One soil was of 
such character that only plants tolerant 
of that character would grow on it,or per- 
haps the development was the oppositw way, 
who shall say.Other soils grew a wider 
range of plants,and still another became 
so full of certain materials that due to 
their presence,little growth could sur- 
vive on then.

But man upset the whole scheme.And in 
doing so he became dependant on the pro- 
cesses he was destroying.Immedicétely it 
became necessary that he should understand 
them.Our ancestors worried about these 
things much more than we realize.Old works 
on gardening are full of recipes for en- 
riching the soil,end many are the sayings 
that have come down to us bearing on the 
subject. "Lime and lime and nothing more, 
makes the farmer rich,-and his son8 poor" 
is one that we recall. And the late T.A. 
Weston loved to point out in his columns 
of gardening lore how often some recently 
published scientific fact simply verified 
things that had been done-without knowing 
a reason-by the English gardeners he had 
known in his youth. 


But,-what is a fertile soil? Is it one 
that because of some treatment will produce 
a fine crop this year,but not another wm- 
less the treatment is repeated,-yes we 
think that may be the case. Certainly the 
person who knowingly takes a crop from the 
soil and does not put back whatever he can 
to replace what the crop has used,will not 
long have a fertile soil. But again,what 
shall be used to replace what has been 
taken? It is here that science comes in. 
The soil chemist is working simply to un- 
derstand what has taken place in the pow- 
dered rock over the ages; what is happening 
to it now as it produces food;and what to 
return to it so that it.will continue to 
do so.He is interested in purely scientific 
facts. But those facts have-to be inter- 
preted to us by others,and considering how 
Many and varied are the conditions which 
affect the soil,and the complexity of the 
kmowledge the scientist has obtained,it is 
no wonder that it isn't always properly 
understood.But that is no reason for con- 
demning scientific research. 


Actually every good agriculturist knows 
that a fertile soil is one well filled with 
decaying organic matter.Such a soil holds 
moisture essential to plant growth.It has” 
in its processes of decay the power te obtain 
small amounts of plant food locked up in 
the soil and as it decays it provides food 
for growth.It also serves to hold,to change 
and make available to plant growth any chen- 
ieal material that may be added to the soil. 
In so doing,and under exposure to sim, 
air,and water it gradually disappears un- 
less efforts are made to replace it.And toe 
while it may contain in itself the plant 
food taken by some earlier growth from the 
soil,it cannot of itself provide anything 
which was not originally present.If a soil 
originally lacked lime,plant growth on it 
cannot put it there.But if lime is added, 
then plant growth that results will have 
lime,which is left on the soil when that 
growth decays.Similarly with all the other 
elements necessary to plant growth,and 
to human well-being.

Therefore,we should conserve in every 
way whatever can become humus.Much is 
wasted in every garden,but it is nothing 
in comparison to the amount of actual 
plant fbod that is destroyed daily by 
processes of sanitation.To the material 
that we save we must add those things 
which cannot be in it unless they were 
originally in the soil from which it vame. 
Compost as such has all the value claimed 
for it.But with compost alone,we could 
not feed the world.If scientific tests 
have shown that a soil lacks the small 
amount of Boron needed to make plant growth 
healthy,can we expect that to turn under 
a crop,or compost it either,will put into 
that soil the Boron needed? How much more 
is that likely to be true with the elements 
needed in much larger quantities. 


Do not misunderstand.The addition of 
elements alone will not make a soil fer-. 
tile either.We do not believe that chem- 
icals(fertilizers) will poison a soil.In 
fact they are present in most soils,and 
are plentiful in a fertile one,tho not 
in the form in which they are found in 
the fertilizer bag.But if used alone,with- 
out compost or humus they can cause trouble 
and be entirely wasted so far as the crop 
to which they were applied is concerned. 
But if manure,or compost,or even a crop 
of weedy growth can be worked into a 
soil which has not responded to fertilizer 
the results often seem miraculous. 


The processes which take place in a 
soil are too complex to make clear in any 
such article as this.But one thing is 
certain.To be fertile a soil needs all the 
organic matter it can get in any form.It 
needs the addition of such chemicals as 
seem indicated by tests,by knowledge of 
the soil gained from experience,and of the 
crop to be grown,again gained both by ex- 
perience and by scientific tests.And if 
anyone,scientist or faddist tries to tell 
you otherwise,he is wrong.We do not need 
just one type of soil knowledge,of soil 
fertility. We need every kind,and shall 
continue to do so in ever increasing amounts.

MULCHES. 


We believe heartily in the use of any 
sort of Mulch in the growing of plants,for 
food or for pleasure.We use them here,in 
many forms,and we have seen results that 
convince us that anyone who doesn't put 
his lawn clippings about his trees and 
shrubs,or scatter them into the border is 
to be pitied. But we have also seen them 
used so heavily thet moisture cannot pen- 
etrate.So,-if your soil is dry,water it 
well before you mulch,and don't put on so
